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SETBACK TO 
TESCO FIGHT

Air quality near A3 ‘will be 
below EU pollution limit’ 


Campaigners fighting plans for 
a Tesco in Tolworth were dealt 
a blow this week, when air pol¬ 
lution forecasts came out in 
favour of the supermarket 
giant’s plans. 

The air quality issue was one of 
MP Edward Davey’s key arguments 
against the supermarket, after 
fears the extra traffic coming to 
Tesco would tip the area around the 
A3 into unsafe pollution levels, 
harming the health of local resi¬ 
dents. 

But in Tesco’s planning applica¬ 
tion, due to be submitted to 
Kingston Council on Monday, 
February 16, air quality figures 
taken by an independent company 
showed it to be currently below the 
EU legal limits and would not dras¬ 
tically increase with the develop¬ 
ment. 

Eight receptor tubes were in¬ 
stalled around the site to collect 
data and a computer programme 
took into account the extra traffic 
for its proposed opening in 2014. 

Levels of pollutant PM10 are pre¬ 
dicted to be at about 22 micrograms 
per cubic metre of air, well below 
the 50 microgram legal limit. 

According to the findings by con¬ 
sultants RPS, the Tesco store would 
only add about O.lmg of pollution 
because the proposed new 
“through-a-bout” design would 
keep traffic flowing more smoothly. 

The amount of the other main 
pollutant, nitrogen dioxide, is fore¬ 
casted to be at 36.8 micrograms, 
also below the 40 microgram EU 
limit. 

But Mr Davey said this figure was 
“within a margin of error” and

urged the council to scrutinise 
them carefully and get a second 
opinion. 

He said: “When I talk to mothers 
they really are worried about air 
quality. There are too many cases of 
children with asthma and that’s the 
reason why people are so worried 
about more traffic on the Tolworth 
roundabout.” 

His campaign website every 
littlehurts.co.uk is due to be re¬ 
launched over the coming weeks. 

James Wiggam, corporate affairs 
manager at Tesco, said the air qual¬ 
ity argument now “doesn’t really 
stand”, and “in planning terms, air 
quality wouldn’t be any reason for 
refusal because of the figures we’ve 
got.” 

The plans, which include a 
60,000sq ft supermarket and 561 
homes next to Tolworth station, re¬ 
main largely unchanged from those 
shown at a public consultation in 
November. 

If given the go-ahead, Tesco hopes 
to open the store in 2014 and build 
the homes afterwards. 

Mr Wiggam said: “We’re offering 
significant investment at a time 
when investment is difficult to find. 
Providing 450 jobs is a huge benefit 
and we hope that is taken into ac¬ 
count by the council.” 

He insisted that the pollution fig¬ 
ures produced by RPS “cannot be 
fiddled” and the company followed 
guidelines from London Councils.

Historic pub makes 
way for lounge bar 


The oldest pub in Worcester 
Park has served its final pint, 
150 years after the first Victo¬ 
rian customers sauntered 
through its smoky saloon 
doors. 

The Huntsman’s Hall, in 
Central Road, has called time 
on a history dating back to the 
late 1850s, and will be replaced 
by a new lounge bar after a 
six-week refurbishment. 

The pub closed its doors for 
the final time just after Christ¬ 
mas. 

A man who lodged at the 
pub, who did not want to be 
named, said it has been a 
tough time. 

He said: “I was living above 
the pub up until it was locked 
by bailiffs. 

“I don’t know what was 
going on.” 

One former regular at the

pub, John McCormack, 51, 
said he was sad to see the 
Huntsman’s Hall go. 

He said: “It used to be a great 
place to go, but nobody had 
been going there for a while.” 

The pub’s rich heritage 
dates back to before 1861, a 
time when only the aristocra¬ 
cy in England could vote. 

Local historian David 
Rymill said it is unclear pre¬ 
cisely when the pub opened. 

He said: “I don’t have an 
exact date of construction, but 
I have narrowed it down to be¬ 
tween 1856 and 1861. 

“As the railway arrived in 
1859 and the original name 
was the Railway Tavern, it 
seems likely it arrived around 
the same time, although 


whether it was opened in time 
to serve the navvies building 
the railway, is not, I think, 
known.” 

A spokesman for Punch Tav¬ 
erns said: “The Huntsman is 
closed for a short time as the 
current operator is assigning 
their lease to an incoming li¬ 
censee. 

“The agreement is due to 
complete in the next week, at 
which point the in-going li¬ 
censee plans to begin a six- 
week refurbishment project, 
to transform the pub into a 
stylish lounge bar. 

“We look forward to working 
closely with the new licensee 
to help them build a success¬ 
ful, sustainable business that 
is a credit to the local area.”

Charity begins 
at care home 


The Kingston Guardian is backing a 
charity appeal seeking to keep together 
some of the most vulnerable people in 
the borough by building them a brand 
new home. 

The Fircroft Trust has bought the 
derelict White Hart pub in Hook to pro¬ 
vide a modern home for adults with 
learning disabilities who currently live 
in nearby Maple Lodge - a home that 
will no longer be able to meet the chang¬ 
ing needs of some of its older residents. 

Residents would otherwise be located 
a great distance away from the friends 
they love and the staff who understand 
and care for them when they are ap¬ 
proaching one of the most vulnerable 
periods of their life. 

Now the charity wants to raise £lm to¬ 
wards paying for the building, which is 
why it is launching its Building Poten¬ 
tial campaign. 

Chief executive Kay Harris said: “We 
have been looking to find something 
suitable for more than two years be¬ 
cause the current home, Maple Lodge, is 
becoming unfit for purpose. 

“Our users have real relationships and 
they want to stay close by each other. 
Having new premises would allow us to 
provide more opportunities and choices 
and better quality housing for service 
users. They have lived together for 
years and it would be tragic to see them 
having to separate.” 

The 20 people living in the trust’s four 
properties in Surbiton will move in 
when the building is complete. 

Wheelchair users will no longer be 
turned away from the aging, disability- 


unfriendly homes and residents will no 
longer be forced to share rooms. 

Speaking after the launch event last 
Thursday, appeal manager Susannah 
Horwood said: “We are thrilled to 
launch the Building Potential cam¬ 
paign. It is the culmination of years of 
planning and searching for the right lo¬ 
cation. 

“This project is exciting for the chari¬ 
ty but also critical in its timing, as our 
group homes can no longer meet the 
changing needs of our older residents. 
Without the project they will have to 
move away from their friends and the 
staff who understand them. There is 
currently no provision in the borough 
for older adults with learning disabili¬ 
ties.” 

Surrey Comet assistant editor David 
Rankin said: “We’re delighted to be sup¬ 
porting the Building Potential cam¬ 
paign having been down to the homes 
and met the residents and seen the won¬ 
derful sense of family and friendship. 

“That is why it is so important we help 
the Fircroft Trust raise the money to 
make its exciting plans become reality. 
Anything you can do or give, no matter 
how small or big, will make an enor¬ 
mous difference.”

Union anger as SWT 
set to axe more jobs 


South West Trains (SWT) has an¬ 
nounced plans to cut a further 180 
jobs to counteract reduced passen¬ 
ger growth and the challenges of 
the recession. 

It was revealed last month that 
480 posts were to be axed but the 
latest round of cuts involve ticket 
office workers, station staff and 
those in administrative positions. 

The Union for People in Trans¬ 
port and Travel (TSSA) opposed 
the cuts and accused SWT of ig¬ 
noring last year’s profits with par¬ 
ent company Stagecoach. 

A TSSA spokesman said: “I 
strongly believe that SWT should 
be retaining its organisational in¬ 
tegrity through the current eco¬ 
nomic downturn to maintain the

service to the public. Instead, they 
are obviously putting profit before 
service to the general public. 

“It seems that yet again these 
groups of employees are being 
used as sacrificial lambs to main¬ 
tain profits of an unrealistic fran¬ 
chise agreement.” 

Guards, train drivers and the 
frontline fleet maintenance staff 
are not affected by the proposed 
changes. 

The rail company, which oper¬ 
ates in Surrey and London, said 
the changes had to be made to 
ensure they were operating effi¬ 
ciently. 


A statement said: “The company 
will continue to review its opera¬ 
tion and take any further steps re¬ 
quired to ensure it has a secure 
business for the long-term. 

“Our priority will remain main¬ 
taining services to our customers, 
protecting jobs for the majority of 
our people and providing a strong 
foundation for growth when the 
economy improves.” 

General secretary of the Rail 
Maritime and Transport union 
said if SWT did not ensure no com¬ 
pulsory redundancies by February 
10, it would be heading towards a 
ballot for strike action.

A police spokesman said Surbiton was 
being investigated as a possible loca¬ 
tion, and the views of pub landlords 
were being sought. 

Councillor Rolson Davies, who is in¬ 
volved in the Safer Kingston Partner¬ 
ship, supported the move, especially, he 
said, if troublemakers were moving 
from Kingston to Surbiton. 

He said: “I’d be surprised if there 
were any pubs or clubs in Surbiton who 
wouldn’t want to be a member of it. It 
can only be for their benefit and the 
benefit of their customers.”

Those buyers waiting to see when the 
market may have bottomed out 
should take note, say agents of last 
week’s Halifax report that the price of 
UK homes rose by 1.9 per cent in Jan¬ 
uary, compared to December. 

Scott Ford, senior manager of 
Hamptons International, which has 
branches across Surrey and London, 
including Richmond, said those peo¬ 
ple waiting for the market to reach its 
lowest point, now is the time to buy. 

“I think now is the time to get off 
the fence,” he says. “With the lack of 
homes coming to the market and the 


Buyers urged

delays made by new homes develop¬ 
ers to start new developments, there 
could be a positive inflationary effect 
on property prices. With interest 
rates now at a never in our lifetime 
seen rate of one per cent, and the Hal¬ 
ifax reporting an increase in proper¬ 
ty prices in January, i can say that 
now really is the time to buy. 

“If you are serious about making 
that long term move, I would strongly 
recommend doing something about it 



to make the most of lower 
and house price cuts 


now to make the most of low property 
prices and low interest rates.” 

He adds that the only ‘fly in the oint¬ 
ment’ might still be the mortgage 
lenders who still require significant 
deposits and the effects of the overall 
worldwide economic situation. 

Signs that housing market might be 
at a turning point have been support¬ 
ed by the National Association of Es¬ 
tate Agents (NAEA). 

It reports that the proportion of 
first time buyers (FTBs) looking to 
put a foot on the property ladder more 
than doubled in the first two weeks of 
2009. 

22.5 per cent of registered buyers 
were FTBs, up from 10 per cent in De¬ 
cember and 14.5 per cent in January 
2008. 

Peter Bolton-King, CEO of the 
NAEA, said: “This figure is highly 
significant in terms of demonstrat¬ 
ing an increase in consumer confi¬ 
dence. The NAEA views FTBs as the 
bedrock of a healthy housing market. 

“During the boom years we saw the 
number of FTBs as a proportion of 
buyers rise as high as 37 per cent, and 
I believe that an average of 25 per 


cent is indicative of a healthy and 
confident market.” 

He added: “While the figure of 22.5 
per cent is definitely not a sign that 
the housing sector is out of the 
woods, it does suggest that those infa¬ 
mous green shoots of recovery may 
not be as far off as first thought.” 

Figures from a national survey of 
the NAEA’s 14,000 members also 
demonstrate that second time buyers 
are determined to try to bag a bar¬ 
gain. 

Agents reported a flurry of activity 
in the first two weeks in January, 
with an average of 10 new sellers per 
agent. Agents made an average of 
four sales in the first two weeks of 
January - compared to a monthly av¬ 
erage of six in November and Decem¬

In most respects Edward Hall’s 
Propeller theatre company’s 
versions of Shakespeare clas¬ 
sics are as modern as you can 
get - daring staging and inven¬ 
tive physicality meld with live 
music to create fresh readings 
of some of the Bard’s most 
revered works. 

But one aspect of Propeller’s 
approach remains unmistak¬ 
ably traditional - the company 
is made up exclusively of men, 
as would have been the case in 
the Bard’s day 

All-male productions of The 
Merchant of Venice and A 
Midsummer’s Night Dream 
head to the Rose from Febru¬ 
ary 17 to 21 and Edward Hall, 
son of the Rose’s director 
emeritus Sir Peter, is proud of 
his company’s approach to 
these classics of the theatrical 
canon. 

He says: “Our productions 
are a fusion between tradition¬ 
al and contemporary 
aesthetics.

Your homeland, Scotland, 
features prominently. Do 
you have love-hate relation¬ 
ship with the place? 

Yes. I never used to mention 
it but then it just seemed an 
obvious thing to talk about. I 
moved down to London, and I 
suppose whatever you don’t 
like about a place pushes you 
away, but when you have 
moved you miss the things 
you did like about a place. 

Do you get heckled because 
of your Scottishness? 

Not really - they tend to go 
more for the beard.

Where does that 
comedy style come from? 

It’s an instinctual thing - my 
friends and I sit around decon- 
tructing films and lyrics. I 
think it is generational -1 
don’t think it’s the kind of 
thing my parents would do. 

You recently did a warm-up 
stint at the recording of 
Stewart Lee’s new TV show. 
Was that enjoyable? 

It was great fun, although 
there was quite a lot of pres¬ 
sure as I was doing spots 
between the recordings and I 
didn’t know if I would have to 
do one minute or half-an-hour. 
I pulled out some material I 
hadn’t done for a while and 
enjoyed being in the moment. 
There was quite a lot of pres¬ 
sure -1 am a big fan of Stew¬ 
art’s and he took me on his 90s 
Comedian tour. There are lots 
of other comics on the circuit 
who are more famous than 
him but there aren’t many 
who are more revered by 
other comics, so I didn’t want 
to mess it up. 


Is a comedy tour a very 
rock’n’roll affair? 

It is probably not as glam¬ 
orous as when musicians go 
on tour - our groupies are 
more at the trainspotting end 
of the spectrum. 

Who is your comedy hero? 

I like both traditional and 
modern. I have been watching 
a lot of Kenneth Williams on 
YouTube recently and am also 
a fan of Tommy Cooper and 
Peter Cook. Modern comics I 
like include Jerry Sadowitz 
and Johnny Vegas. 

What has been your best 
comedy experience? 

I love being at the Edinbor- 
ough festival and doing the 
late-night spots. You can do 
five or six shows in a night 
and the momentum builds 
from set to set. 

And the worst? 

I did a terrible gig for some 
Rolls-Royce executives but 
they didn’t understand any of 
my cultural references. I 
think they had been too busy 
making money for the compa¬ 
ny to learn them!

Following the crowd has its 
merits. Often you stumble 
across a car that proves to be 
the best thing since sliced 
bread, and you can share your 
experiences with the many 
like-minded folk doing the 
same as you. 

Alternatively you can go off 
on your own and find some¬ 
thing different, something that 
challenges your perceptions of 
a particular brand. In the 
sports car world, following the 
accepted wisdom of others is 
the norm - trusted brands and 
particular cars rule. 

This makes Hyundai's Coupe 
all the more alluring. In the 
metal it certainly looks the 
part. Its low-slung stance and 
rakish profile easily puts it in 
the same category as more ex¬ 


otic machinery. Take the 
badges off and I bet you'll have 
the average man and woman 
expressing an unhealthy inter¬ 
est. 

The Coupe is comfortable 
with its identity though, so 
those Hyundai badges can stay. 
In fact, it would be fair to say 
that the car's left-field identity 
is part of its appeal. We all like 
a plucky underdog, so for a 
less well known fighter to go 
up against the establishment 
it's got guts - but can it deliver? 

Underneath its Ferrari- 
esque appearance, Hyundai's 
Coupe is not short of firepow¬ 
er.
